PennDOT outlines 
snow plowing policy 
for state highways

Snow plowing policies 
and procedures, in¬ 
creasingly applicable with 
the onset of winter 
weather, recently were 
detailed by Thomas J. 
Collins Jr., PennDot 
district engineer for nor¬ 
theastern Pennsylvania in 
a wide-ranging talk. 

“Our system, basically, 
is one of priority assign¬ 
ments,” Collins said. “We 
start with the interstates 
and limited access routes 
and finish with locally 
functional secondary 
routes.” 

He said that the higher- 
priority routes, “for ob¬ 
vious reasons,” are 
assigned more snow 
removal equipment per 
mile than the secondary 
roads, in some cases - 
particularly the interstates 
- receiving twice the 
coverage of the secondary 
roads. 

Collins added that the 
weather “quite naturally” 
controls the level of service 
when temperatures hover 
in the 25-30 degree range. 
Salt, used straight or 
mixed with antiskid 
materials, is then used to 
make snow removal easier 
and cut down on the time 


needed to handle a storm. 

“As the temperatures 
drop, however, salt per¬ 
centage is reduced because 
its effectiveness decreases 
with colder temperatues. 
Our cleanup time is 
thereby increased.” 

Another factor affecting 
the level of service, ac¬ 
cording to Collins, is the 
timeofthe storm’s arrival. 
“A recent storm which 
arrived near the evening 
rush hour, for example, 
proved especially 
troublesome because of the 
volume of traffic.” 

He also said that dual 
shifts are utilized by the 
maintenance forces of each 
of the six counties during 
January and February, 
extending the operating 
time on the job from 4 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. on any given day. 

Currently PennDOT 
policy allows for buildups 
of up to five inches of snow 
on secondary routes, 
Collins explained. “We try 
to maintain all roads in a 
passable condition during a 
storm, but if conditions are 
severe enough, equipment 
may sometimes be 
reallocated to the higher 
priority routes until the 
emergency ends.”
